The players who responded to the call were Captain Morton, Blake, 
Elliott, Piekett, Lorenz, Blair, Leard, Karnath, Haffey, Jones, Hannaford, 
Walters, Spencer, Philbrick, Everett and Gates, The average weight of 
the team was 141 pounds, 

Practices were long and there was no time for loafing on the field. 
The hustling squad attracted the attention of the students and even called 
forth the yelling of the Girls’ Rooting Club long before the first game 
was played, 

Seven games were played during the season, 
231 points against 21 by its opponents.

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The whistle dr Бөлік kicked off and Hood River was quickly 
forced to punt. Less than two minutes and Camas was dangerously close 
to Hood River's goal. A lost ball, punting by Hood River, a 22-yard gain by 

Pickett was followed by Elliott’s 15-yard advance. The signal for a try at 
goal from the field was given. Elliott kicked from the 35-yard line and 
the pigskin “described a curve over the heads of both teams and lowered 
squarely over the center of the goal bar.’ The quarter ended with the 
ball near the center of the field. Score 3-0 in favor of Camas. 

In the second quarter Hood River, by a series of plunges, made gains 
which brought them to Camas’ 10-yard line where they lost the ball. The 
half ended without additional scoring. Elliott's 50-yard punt and a beauti- 
ful tackle by Hatley were features of this quarter. 

The kick off by Hood River began the second half. A fumble and 
Camas lost the ball on her 20-yard line. Nine yards gained by Hood River, 
Camas again in possession of the ball, ten-, five- and three-yard gains by 
Elliott, Leard and Blake, and then Hood River again held the ball. A drop 
for goal failed. From one end of the field to the other the battle surged. 
Тһе third quarter was over, Score 3-0. 

The last quarter—Hood River kicked to Camas’ 30-yard line. A for- 
ward pass was interrupted by Elliott who punted to Hood River's 30-yard 


line. The Hood River line was hammered, and gains made by Blake and 
Elliott brought Camas close to Hood River's goal line. 


At one point of the game Elliott was tackled close to the side line 


within a foot of goal. Wriggling, he reached the ball over. The Hood 
River man, however, had crossed the sideline and contended that Elliott 
done so too. The claim was sustained and six points were gone. Long 
ains by Elliott, Leard and Blake, splendid interference by other members 
‘of the team, stubborn defense by Hood River characterized the rest of this 
iod.
